Growers’ Association will have suf- 
ficient acreage signed up to make it 
possible for it to function under the 
terms of the contract, which require 
that 75 per cent of the available acre- 
age shall be signed up before the as- 
sociation does business. This will 
be too late for handling this year’s 
crop. 

The growers who have signed the 
contracts are therefore free for this 
year to sell where they choose, They 
should bear in mind, however, that 
no matter what any buyer tells them 
to the contrary, there is probably 
the lightest crop in the state this 
year there has been for many years. 
The last year’s crop is practically 
cleaned up and the prices are going 
to be high.

Members and guests of the Upland 
Business Woman’s Club were very 
fortunate today in listening to a 
remarkably clear concise ‘talk by 
Mrs. J. J. Suess of Redlands, Presi- 
dent of the County Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs, and Vice-President 
of the County Welfare Board.

at a cost of $25,000, and will give 
a home to approximately 23 old 
ladies. She described the plans of 
the building, and the style, which 
is Italian architecture, and _ noted 
many little conveniences put in for] 
the benefit of the future residents’ 
comfort. 

“It is a wonderful work for the 
women of this county to take’ part 
in,’ said Mrs. Suess, “and I would 
suggest that your club, in conjunc- 
tion with one» or two others here, 
take a double room or help with the 
dormitory designed to hold six beds. 
Whatever activities we enter into 
for the benefit of our neighbors 
there is surely none of more in- 
terest than in ‘helping those who 
have grown old and have no place 
to go.”

ON VALENGIAS Christian Science 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 30.— 
(Office of the Fruit World)—The 


market on both stock Valencia or- 
anges is firm. Poor stock, undesir- 
able sizes are easier. 

Latest estimates show about 1,900 
cars of Valencias remaining for ship- 
ment. These will go forward during 
the next six weeks, after which early 
navels from Central and Northern 
California districts will begin- to 
move. 

F. o. b. quotations are on a basis 
of $8.00 to $9.00 per box, according 
to sizes and district. Some especial- 
ly attractive fruit, large sizes, is 
quoted at $9.25 and $9.50 per box. 

Every effort is being bent by the 
railroads and other agencies to re- 
lieve the serious shortage of re- 
frigerator cars, now menacing the! 
grape crop of California, before the 
citrus season opens in November. 
shippers are having 
difficulty in securing refrigerator cars, 
the shortage is not serious because 
of the small volume of Valencias to 


move. An apweal has heen sent to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
by the California Railroad Commis- 
‘sion for aid, saving that the national 
commission’s priority orders regard- 


ing coal had resulted in eastern rail- 
roads holding raany of the cars need- 
ed in California. From 11,000 to 12,- 
650 cars are being held by eastern 
lines, largely as a result of the prior- 
ity orders, according to the California 
commission, who report that 250 to 
275 cars are being received in the 
state daily when there is a need 
for 900. 

The grape shipping season is now 
at its peak and another six weeks 
will see the opening of the 1922-23 
citrus season. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has announced 
that a representative is en route to 
California to assist in remedying the 
situation. 

Latest reports from Florida place 
the citrus crop at 15,000,000 boxes. 
Of this total about 8,400,000 ‘boxes 
will be oranges and 6,600,000 boxes 
grape fruit. Last season the crop 
was approximately 13,300,000 boxes, 
of which 7,300,000 were oranges and 
6,000,000 boxes grape fruit. 

Outstanding features of this sea- 
son’s crop, according to reports, are 
the fine quality and size of fruit 
from early bloom and the heavy set- 
ting of fruit from late bloom. 

Beginning in May and extending 
through June, practically the entire 
citrus belt put on the heaviest late 
bloom which the state has ever seen, 
and with faverable weather condi- 
tions, a heavy setting of late fruit 
followed. The condition in most 
groves is, therefore, a light to fairly 
good crop of fruit which is showing 
unusual size and ripening somewhat 
earlier than usual. On the same 
trees is a crop frem late bloom, fill- 
ing up the loss from dropping last 
spring and showing every prospect 
of bringing up the total shipments. 

Lemon Market is Strong 

The market on California lemons 
is strong. There is very little fruit 
in storage. Picking is light and will 
continue so during the next few 
months. 

F. o. b. quotations are on a basis 
of $7.50 to $8.00 per. box on good 
stock. 

There are on hand and available 
for sale within the next 30 days, ap- 
proximately 3,000 boxes of foreign 
lemons, as against 40,000 boxes for 
the same period in 1922; 38,000 boxes 
in 1920, and 68,000 boxes in 1919.

OPPOSED TO THE 


WRIGHT ACT 


OFFICIAL ARGUMENT 


AGAINST THE WRIGHT ACT 


(PROPOSITION NO. 2 ON THE NOVEMBDR BALLOT)

Wisdom dictates that California electors reject this new denart- 
ure and unusual law. If this “Wright Act’ becomes the law of GCali- 
fornia, we must either recruit and compensate more peace officers 
or detach from an already inadequate staff more “purity squads” to 
seek illicit loves, liquors and stills whilst unprotected homes and 
business places are looted and burglars, robbers and murderers revel 
in an extra “wave” of crime. We should do neither. California 
should not unnecessarily assume national burdens. She has quite 
enough of her own. Our people are not responsible for the situation. 

If this act imposed upon California the enforcement of ALL na- 


tional penal laws entailing tremendous expense, it would be cover: 
whelmingly defeated. Yet this would be mote logical than the se- 
lection of ONE such law for ehforcement at the expense of Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers. California should refuse to assume either bur- 
den. Our government rests on the principle that functions of State 
and Nation are distinct. Disregard of this principle is hazardous. 
Teetotalers, even prohibitionists, opposed the eighteenth amendment 
as radical departure from our system of government which vested 
in each State EXCLUSIVE POWER to regulate the conduct of its 
citizens. Admonished by study and experience that infringement of 
this power must cause friction and strife, they held integrity of 
government higher than prohibition or any pretext for such a dan- 
gerous precedent. 


Zealotry now proposes a further revolutionary change in the sur- 
render by California of the power to make and change its laws in 
the “adoption” by reference of the national “Volstead Act,” and, 
worse still, all future amendments of and substitutes for that law. 
“Adoption” is a new, strange, careless method of making laws, and 
when applied to future Congressional productions is as foolish as 
the adoption of unborn children, who may suit and may not. Our 
State constitution forbids the “adoption” of laws ky reference to 
title, and it is elementary that future Congressional acts cannot 
amend, repeal or supersede the Volstead Act should it become State 
law. Prudence should not sanction nor courts approve this novel 
method of enacting and perpetuating law. If, however, this “adop- 
tion” proceeding should carry, fanatical persistency may boast a 
“glorious victory’’ and a reversal by California electors of their re- 
jection in 1914, 1916, 1918 and 1920 of “prohibition” laws as pro- 
motive of “temperance.” The consequences may then be left to 
chance and courts. Opposition is characterized as hostility to law 
enforcement. But abuse is never argument and multiplication of 
laws, officers, expense,“accompanied by divided responsibility does 
not aid law enforcement. Pretense that the nation alone cannot 
enforce the “Volstead Act” is hypocritical reflection on national in- 
tegrity and power. Resort to revolutionary change and State inter- 
vention has been unnecessary to the enforcement of more import- 
ant national penal laws than this and mere reform of personal habits 
and appetites does not justify it. 


This tendency to intermingle, confuse and change functions of 
Nation and State, tinker with and disregard constitutions and resort 
to unusual methods should be halted ere it results in governmental 
chaos.
